Staff Report: Investment Report for the quarter ended September 30, 2018.

BACKGROUND

The California Government Code (8 53646(b)) requires that, when the treasurer or the chief
fiscal officer of a local agency renders to the legislative body of the agency a quarterly report on
the agency’s investment portfolio, such report shall include the following information regarding
all securities, investments, and moneys held by the local agency:

> type of investment;

> issuer (bank or institution);

» date of maturity;

» dollar amount invested; and

» current market valuation as of the date of the report.

In addition, the Government Code (8 53646(b)(2)) requires that the report state the City’s
compliance with its investment policy and include a statement regarding the ability of the local
agency to meet its pool’s ability to meet its expenditure requirements Code (8 53646(b)(3)).

OVERVIEW OF CITY INVESTMENTS

The City’s pooled investment portfolio balance as of September 30, 2018 is summarized below
and compared to the balance as of September 30, 2017.

The California Treasurer's Local Agency Investment Fund (“LAIF”) and The County of San
Diego Pooled Money Fund comprise 46.35% of the City of National City’s total investment
portfolio (31.64% and 14.71%, respectively). These are liquid investment pools that allow
participants to earn market rate returns, while retaining access to funds within 24 to 48 hours of a
withdrawal request with no penalty. The remainder of the City’s portfolio is composed of

investments that may be liquidated at any time. However, these investments likely do not

provide the short liquidity (i.e., quick access to funds) of the pooled money funds, and

liquidation/withdrawal of these investments is at the risk of loss and/or penalty to the City.

Congratulations on your recent award. In establishing financial assistance programs, Congress linked the receipt of federal funding to
compliance with federal civil rights laws. The Office for Civil Rights (OCR), Office of Justice Programs (OJP), U.S. Department of Justice
(DOJ) is responsible for ensuring that recipients of financial assistance from the OJP, the Office of Community Oriented Policing Services
(COPS), and the Office on Violence Against Women (OVW) comply with the applicable federal civil rights laws. We at the OCR are
available to help you and your organization meet the civil rights requirements that come with DOJ funding.

Ensuring Access to Federally Assisted Programs

Federal laws that apply to recipients of financial assistance from the DOJ prohibit discrimination on the basis of race, color, national origin,
religion, sex, or disability in funded programs or activities, not enly in employment but also in the delivery of services or benefits. A federal
law also prohibits recipients from discriminating on the basis of age in the delivery of services or benefits.

In March of 2013, President Obama signed the Violence Against Women Reauthorization Act of 2013, The statute amends the Violence
Against Women Act of 1994 (VAWA) by including a nondiscrimination grant condition that prohibits discrimination based on actual or
perceived race, color, national origin, religion, sex, disability, sexual orientation, or gender identity. The new nondiscrimination grant
condition applies to certain programs funded after October [, 2013. The OCR and the OVW have developed answers to some frequently
asked questions about this provision to assist recipients of VAWA funds to understand their obligations. The Frequently Asked Questions
are available at https://ojp.gov/about/ocr/vawafags.htm.

Enforcing Civil Rights Laws

38, updated in April 2016,
prohibits all recipient organizations, whether they are [aw enforcement agencies, governmental agencies, educational institutions, houses of
worship, or faith-based organizations, from using financial assistance from the DOJ to fund explicitly religious activities, Explicitly
religious activities include worship, religious instruction, or proselytization, While funded organizations may engage in nog-funded
explicitly religious activities {e.g., prayer), they must hold them separately from the activities funded by the DOJ, and recipients cannot
compel beneficiaties to participate in ther. The regiulation also makes clear that organizations participating in programs funded by the DOJ
are not permitted to discriminate in the provision of services on the basis of a beneficiary's religion, religious belief, a refusal to hold a
religious belief, or a rofusal to atiend or participate in a religious practice. Funded faith-based organizations must also provide written
notice to beneficiarics, advising them that if they should object to the religious character of the funded faith based organization, the funded
faith-based organization will take reasonable steps to refer the beneficiary to an alternative service provider. For more information on the
regulation, please see the OCR's website at https://ojp.gov/about/ccr/partnerships.htm.

SAAs and faith-based organizations sheuld also note that the Omnibus Crime Control and Safe Streets Act (Safe Streets Act) of 1968, as
amended, 34 U.8.C. § 10228(c); the Victims of Crime Act of (984, as amended, 34 11.5.C. § 20110(e); the Juvenile Justice and Delinquency
Prevention Act of 1674, as amended, 34 U.8.C. § 11182(k); and VAWA, as amended,

34 U.5.C. § 12291(b)(13), contain prohibitions against discrimination on the basis of religion in employment. Despite these
nondiscrimination provisions, the DOJ has concluded that it may construe the Religious Freedom Restoration Act (RFRA) on a case-by-
case basis to permit some faith-based organizations to receive DOJ funds while taking into account religion when hiring staff, even if the
statute that authorizes the funding program generally forbids recipients frem considering religion in employment decisions. Please consult
with the OCR if you have any questions about the regulation or the application of RFRA to the siatutes that prohibit discrimination in
employment,

Using Arrest and Conviction Records in Making Employment Decisions

The OCR issued an advisory document for recipients on the proper use of arrest and conviction records in making hiring decisions, See

Commission's Enforcement Guidance: Consideration of Arvest and Conviction Recards in Employment Decisions Under Title VI of the
Civil Rights Act of 1964 (June 2013), available at htips:/fojp.gov/about/ocr/pdfs/UseofConviction_Advisory.pdf. Recipients should be
mindful that the misuse of arrest or conviction records to screen either applicants for employment or employees for retention or promotion
may have a disparate impact based on race or national origin, resulting in unfawful employment discrimination. In light of the Advisory,
recipients should consult local counsel in reviewing their employment practices. I warranted, recipients should also incorporate an analysis
of the use of arrest and conviction records in their Equal Employment Opportunity Plans (EEOPs) (see below).

Complying with the Safe Streets Act

State or local government, or any other entity or individual to maintain (or detain) any individual in custody beyond the
date and time the individual otherwise would have been released.

C. Applicability

(1) Current DHS practice is ordinarily to request advance notice of scheduled release "as early as practicable (at least
48 hours, if possible)." (See DHS Form 1-247A (3/17)). If (e.g., in light of the date DHS made such request) the

SUBJECT:  Adjustments in Compensation for Mayor and City Council

City Council Salary

The last salary adjustment for the Mayor and City Council occurred on February 21, 2017, with the
enactment of Ordinance No. 2017-2431, a copy of which is attached. That Ordinance set the base
salary of the City Council at $1,189.78 per month.

Government Code Section 36516.5 provides that a change in compensation does not apply to a
councilmember during his or her term in office. However, compensation for all members of the City
Council may be adjusted whenever one or more members become eligible for an increase by virtue
of beginning a new term of office. As a result, adjustments to compensation of Council members
have been geared to elections at which members begin a new term inoffice.

Pursuant to Government Code Section 36516(a)(4), the Council may, by ordinance, increase its
compensation by 5% each calendar year from the date of the last increase in compensation. A 10%
increase in the salary of the City Council would amount to $118.98, for a total of $1,308.76 per
month.

Mavor’s Salary

Pursuant to Government Code Section 36516.1, an elected mayor may be provided with
compensation in addition to that which he or she receives as a councilmember, pursuant to an
ordinance or by a vote of the electors at a municipal election. There are no statutory limitations
imposed on the amount of the mayor's compensation. The last salary adjustment for the Mayor
occurred on February 21, 2017, pursuant to Ordinance No. 2017-2431, which set the base salary of
the Mayor at $4,532.13. Historically, the Mayor’s salary has been increased by the same percentage
as the salary of the City Council. If the Mayor's compensation were increased by 10%, the Mayor's
monthly salary would be increased by $453.22, for a total monthly amount of $4,985.35.

Proposed Ordinance

A proposed ordinance is aftached increasing the salaries of the Mayor and City Council by
10% and is being submitted for introduction at the December 18 City Council meeting. If
the Council wishes to modity the provisions of the ordinance, it is recommended that such
modifications should be acted upon at the time that ordinance is introduced. If modifications
are made at the meeting at which the ordinance is considered for final adoption, it will be
necessary for that ordinance to be re-introduced, with final adoption to occur at a later
meeting. Delaying final adoption of either ordinance in this manner would raise issues
regarding the timeliness of the action under applicable state law.

The City has received a building permit application for the demolition of four units at 1924-36 Harding Avenue
(APN 559-105-12-00). National City Municipal Code section 18.12. 160 Historic Properties, specifically subsection
C. Review of Ministerial Permits, provides for City Council review of a pending permit for the demolition, significant
alteration, or conversion of a structure identified on the list of historic properties. On October 16, 2018, the City
Council adopted Resolution 2018-187, which initiated the historic designation of the subject property as
recommended by the National City Historical Society. Of the four structures proposed to be demolished, the
Historical Society has only recommended that the structure at 1932 Harding Avenue be designated and added to
the historic properties list.

Section 18.12.160 requires the City to withhold issuance of the permit for a period of 30 days during which the
Historical Society is provided 20 days to submit any comments or recommendations. Since the building permit
application was received on November 29, the City Council should take action prior to December 29, 2018. The
Historical Society has reviewed the permit application and has submitted the attached letter, which recommends
that the building be incorporated into the future development of the site. The City Council may take action to
approve or deny the permit application or continue to withhold issuance to allow further evaluation of the permit
request or other alternatives as directed.

Staff recommends that the issuance of the building permit be withheld at this time and that this item be continued
to the City Council meeting of January 22, 2019. This would allow staff to complete the legal review of the matter
and to further evaluate the request and investigate any potential alternative measures.

18.12.160 HISTORIC PROPERTIES

Intent and Purpose

It is the intent and purpose of this Section to protect, preserve and, where damaged, restore National
City's historic resources by:

Establishing a procedure whereby properties of historical significance are identified and appropriate
notice is provided in the event demolition, significant alteration, or conversion is proposed.

Protecting the educational, cultural, economic, and general welfare of the public, while employing
regulations that are consistent with sound historical preservation principles and the rights of private
property owners.

Designation of Historic Properties

A list of historic properties shall be maintained and periodically updated.

Changes to the historic properties list may be initiated by resolution of the City Council or on the
verified application of the owner(s) of the property to be designated or their authorized agents.

Any application or resolution that proposes changes to the historic properties list shall be
accompanied by an evaluation of the historic character of the property and shall be reviewed by the
Planning Division.

The Planning Division, after reviewing such application for completeness, shall notify the Historical
Society of the proposed changes to the historic properties list. Any comments or recommendations
provided by the Historical Society must be received within 20 days of the notice of proposed changes.
Once the Planning Division has completed review of the application and considered any comments or
recommendations from the Historical Society, it shall prepare a report and recommendation to the
Planning Commission.

The Planning Commission shall hold a public hearing on the proposal and shall provide a
recommendation to the City Council.

The City Council shall hold a public hearing and may approve, modify and approve, or deny the
proposed changes to the historic properties list.

Review of Ministerial Permits

The Building Official or designee shall review each request for a non-discretionary building or
demolition permit to determine if it involves any structure identified on the list of historic properties. If
a property proposed for demolition or significant alteration or conversion is determined to be on the
historic properties list, the Building Official or designee shall withhold issuance of the permit for a
period of 30 days.

The Building Official shall immediately notify the Planning Division and the City Council of the pending
permit.

Within five days, the Planning Division shall provide notice to the Historical Society of the pending
permit and may request comments and recommendations. Any comments or recommendations
provided by the Historical Society must be received within 20 days of the notice of pending permit.
Once the Planning Division has reviewed the permit application and considered any comments or
recommendations from the Historical Society, it shall provide a recommendation to the City Counail.
The recommendation may include approval of the permit, no recommendation, recommendation that
the permit be denied, or a request for additional time to evaluate the permit.

The City Council, at its sole discretion, may approve the permit, deny the permit if a finding is made
that such permit may result in an adverse effect on the public welfare, or withhold the issuance of the
permit until such time as all alternative measures are thoroughly evaluated.

Review of Discretionary Permits

All discretionary permits involving a historic resource shall be reviewed in compliance with the California
Environmental Quality Act.

We are in receipt of notification of a permit for demolition of the historic Copeland home located at 1932
1Harding,

‘This house has previously been requested and approved by the City Council for initiation to be placed on
the list of National City Historic Sites for the following reasons:

Ihe home at 1932 Harding, circa 1870’s. is one of the most significant historic homes remaining in the city
trom ils founding days and founding families. 1932 Harding was built shortly after the arrival of the
Copelands and is in the rare Greek Revival style of architecture. Although there were many Greek Revival
slyle homes in our city's early years, there are very few left, not only in National City, it is also one of the
rarest forms of architecture that still exist in the entire county of San Diego.

Fredrick Copeland. was brother-in-law to the Kimball's, he was married to Mary Kimball. The Copelands
arvived in National City in 1869, with their four children and began years of dedicated and efficient service
to the City and the County,

Fred Copeland was a civil engineer and builder. He served as the City's first civil engineer and created the
first subdivision map laying out the streets and lots of National City. Fred was also the designer and
contractor for the National City Whart, a sturdy wharf reaching out to the deep channel, and in 1871 the
San Diego Union Tribune said of his work, “Finished to the last bolt... [t is wonderfully well constructed
and a substantial credit to the contractor, Fred Copeland.” Fred was also in high demand for his expertise in
locating water, and building wells and windmills.

For these significant reasons this home is deserving of preservation in our City. We are the second oldest
City in the County and seem to have the worst track record of historical designation and preservation.
There is no.reason why we cannot work with developers and at the same time prederveour significant
historical sites. This building can and should be incorporated into the proposed development as has been
done by this developer on other projects within our County which he mentioned he has received
recognition for.

On behalf of the National City Historical Society Board, designated in our City Municipal Code to
represent and provide input on our historic sites within the City. we respectively, but strongly, request the
Council deny the request for demolition of this house. The remainder of the structures requested for
demolition we do not have an issue with,

Honorable Mayor and Council Members:

SOHO understands a demolition permit is being sought for the historic Copeland home located at 1932 Harding
Avenue, which is approved by the National City Council to be placed on the City’s list of Historic Sites.

1932 Harding Avenue is one of the most significant historical homes in National City for various reasons that
include an association with Fredrick Copeland, who became a Kimball through marriage, its increasingly rare
Greek Revival architectural style within all of San Diego County, and as a very carly building in the second oldest
city within San Diego County.

National City has a rich historical past that spans over 100 years, and many of the early visionaries’ contributions
arc embodied within the City’s historical buildings and landscapes across the city, such as 1932 Harding Avenue,
which provides continuity with our past and enhances our current quality of life. T'o this end, the 2011 General
Plan sets forth Policy LU-7.2, “Support historic preservation, adaptive rcuse, and refurbishing of existing buildings
and structures,” and subsequently, the Municipal Code Section 18.12.160 was established with the intent and
purpose to protect, preserve and restore National City's historic resources.

Last, the developer for the Copeland House, David Gillingham, was given a People In Preservation award by
SOHO in 2010 for his preservation of the Greycourt boarding house in Coronado. Similar to this situation,
SOHO encourages the developer and community to collaborate in order to achieve the goals of the developer and
the preservation of a significant historical site. We believe National City deserves the same consideration as our
neighbors across the bay. http://www.sohosandiego.org/pip2010/gillingham.htm

For these many important reasons, 1932 Harding Avenue is quite deserving of preservation in National City and
the Copeland House must be incorporated into the proposed development.

SUBJECT:  Selection of Vice-Mayor

Appearing on the City Council agenda for the meeting of December 18, 2018, is a resolution
declaring the results of the General Municipal Election held on November 6, 2018.

In a general law city such as National City, the California Government Code, at Section 36801,
provides that at the meeting at which the declaration of results for a general municipal election is
made, the city council shall, following the declaration of the election results and installation of
elected officials, choose one of its members as mayor pro tempore (referred to in National City
as the Vice Mayor).

Government Code Section 36802 provides that the mayor shall preside at the meetings of the
council; that if the Mayor is absent or unable to act, the mayor pro tempore shall serve until the
mayor returns or is able to act; and that the mayor pro tempore has all of the powers and duties of
the mayor.

On November 20, 2018, the City Council adopted Policy No.120 as the Selection of Vice Mayor
procedure. The express purpose of Policy No.120 is to provide every member of the City
Council with an opportunity to serve as Vice Mayor.

Policy No. 120 provides that the selection is made on the basis of the length of time that a
member has served on the City Council, and whether or not the member has previously had the
opportunity to serve. The Policy provides that the position of Vice Mayor shall be rotated among
the Councilmembers so that each Councilmember serves one (1) year as Vice Mayor during
his/her four (4) year term. A copy of the Selection of Vice Mayor Policy No.120 is attached
hereto.

The selection of the Vice Mayor may be accomplished by approval of a motion.

PURPOSE

In order to provide every member of the City Council with an opportunity to serve as
Vice Mayor, it is the policy of the City Council that selection be made on the basis
of the length of time that a member has served on the City Council, and whether or
not the member has previously had the opportunity to serve.

POLICY

It is the policy of the City Council of the City of National City that the position of Vice
Mayor shall be rotated among the Councilmembers so that each Councilmember
serves one (1) year as Vice Mayor during his/her four (4) year term. The City
Council shall select the Vice Mayor in accordance with the procedure set forth
herein.

1. As a general law city, selection of the Vice Mayor is governed by Sections
36801 and 34905 of the California Government Code. Section 36801
provides:

The city council shall meet at the meeting at which the
declaration of the election results for a general municipal
election is made pursuant to Sections 10262 and 10263 of
the Elections Code and, following the declaration of the
election results and the installation of elected officials,
choose one of its number as mayor, and one of its number
as mayor pro tempore. [Referred to as the “vice mayor” in
National City.]

Because National City has a directly elected Mayor, pursuant to Title 4,
Division 2, Article 3 of the Government Code, the provisions of Section
36801 pertaining to the City Council selecting the Mayor do not apply; the
Council selects only the Vice Mayor.

The Vice Mayor shall have the powers and duties as specified in
Government Code Section 36802 which provides that the Mayor shall
preside at the meetings of the City Council and that if the Mayor is absent or
unable to act, the Vice Mayor has all of the powers and duties of the Mayor.

The term of Vice Mayor shall be for one year and, in accordance with
Government Code Section 36801, selection of the Vice Mayor shall occur
upon certification of the election results. For purposes of this policy, the
election assumes the general election held in November and certification of
the election results generally occurring in December.

The Vice Mayor shall be the Councilmember with the most seniority who has
not been Vice Mayor in the last three consecutive years. In the event two or
more Councilmembers have equal seniority and have not been Vice Mayor
in the last three consecutive years, the Councilmember with the most votes
in their last regular general election shall serve as Vice Mayor.

In the event of a vacancy on the City Council that is filled by appointment,
the appointee shall not be included in the rotation for Vice Mayor during the
appointed term of office.

With the election of Councilmember Sotelo-Solis to the office of Mayor, a vacancy will occur on
the City Council when she is sworn in as Mayor. Briefly stated, the Council has two options:

1)  Within 60 days of commencement of the vacancy, fill the vacancy by appointment;
or

2)  Within 60 days of commencement of the vacancy, call for a special election to fill
the vacancy. The special election shall be held on the next regularly established election date, not
less than 114 days from the call of the special election, which in an odd number year will result
in an election date of November 5, 2019. The San Diego Register of Voters office (the “ROV™)
has provided an estimated cost of a Special Election based on a previous Special Election held in
the City of Poway in 2016. The cost at that time was $408,000. The ROV is reluctant to make a
more definitive cost projection at this time because the range of potential costs is too broad. The
City will be responsible for all expenses associated with a November 2019 special election.

The last time National City filled a vacancy as a result of a councilmember being elevated to
Mayor-elect was in 2006 when Vice Mayor Morrison was elected as the Mayor-elect. In 2006,
the expressed desire of Mayor-elect Morrison was to have the City Council vacancy advertised
for the purpose of receiving applications from persons wanting to be appointed to fill the
vacancy. Mayor-elect Morrison’s proposal was presented to and approved by the City Council.
At the 2006 City Council meeting, the Council approved a motion to do all of the following:

1)  Advertised for applicants for the City Council vacancy;

2) It was stipulated that all applicants must submit a statement of their financial
interests, a resume, and nomination papers containing the signatures of at least 20
registered voters;

3)  That it was the Council's preference that any appointment be made with four
councilmembers present; and

4)  The Council set a deadline for applications to be turned in by 6:00 p.m. on
December 11, 2006, and scheduled a City Council meeting for December 12, 2006,
at 6:00 p.m. to conduct interviews of applicants.

Mayor-elect Sotelo-Solis has expressed the desire to use the 2006 four part motion which
included, but was not limited to, having the City Council vacancy advertised, for the purpose of
receiving applications from persons wanting to be appointed to fill the vacancy. The one
exception to the 2006 process expressed by Mayor-elect Sotelo-Solis is to motion item 4 (above),
namely for the dates to be set as reflected in the underlined bold-type as follows:

4)  The Council set a deadline for applications to be turned in
by 6:00 p.m. on January 22, 2019, and scheduled a City
Council meeting for January 29, 2019 at 6:00 p.m. to
conduct interviews of applicants.

Finally, it should be noted that the appointment to a vacant City Council position is not
governed by the procedures for establishing an “appointment list” under the Maddy Act,
which applies to appointments to “boards and commissions”. The City Council has the
authority to appoint any eligible person to fill the city council position, including persons
who have not submitted a formal application. The commencement of the process should
be directed by the City Council. Assuming the City Council authorizes advertising for
the vacant position, the Council will still retain the two options explained above.
